A 
delegate suggested demanding 
from the Nationalist Government 
that all Chinese teachers or pro- 
fesaors who ‘teach in the high 
schools or colleges founded by 
missionaries should be prohibited 
from holding government posi- 
tions; and students who study in 
the above schools should have no 
privileges or advantages of receiv- 
ing scholarships from government 
institutes. : 

The result of this resolution was 
not approved of by the meeting on 
account of the disagreement of the 
majority of-the representatives: ~

that all of them were Christians.

Alleged to have shot at and 
wounded 1 Chinesé policeman, a 
Chinese appexred in the dock ‘at 
the Criminal Sessions before Mr, 
Justice Wood, this morning, to 
answer two charges. The first was

other of being in possession of one 
pistol and nine rounds of amuni- 
tion. ~The. uecused pleaded not 
guilty to the first count and guilty 
to the second, | 


Mr. H. K. Holmes said’ on Octo- 
ber 27th a sergeant and ‘a party 
of police with a search warrant 
went to a house at. the. village of 
Shataukok. The warrant was one 
to enable them to search for arms, 
They arrived at the house of the 
accused at 5.30 in the morning, and 
when they got to the door they 
called out for the occupants to 
open the door as the policé were 
there. One of the Chinese con- 
stables also called out, The Court 
would. be told that they ‘waited 
some four minutes at the door 
after which they proceeded to break 
it open, 
ing the door up and a Chinese 
constable squeezed through. . As 
Soon as he got in, he saw a man 
and a woman, the man being the 
accused, standing inside the house, 
and immediately a shot was fired 
and he felt a pain. He thought 
there would be no question abaut 
that, When the accused fired the 
shot the constable waa wounded.

MR. JAMES OXBERRY. 


Funeral Yesterday. 


*.The death oceurred, during the 
week end, after an illness of 
several weeks, of Mr. James Ox 
berry, proprietor cf the  Palac: 
Hotel, Kowloon. Te passed awsy 
on Saturday night at the French 
Hospital, Causeway Bay, at thi 
age of 53° years. Mr. Oxberry 
had undergone a very seriou: 
operation, and for the last few 
weeks showed signs of recovery 
but‘on Saturday he had a relaps; 
and died during the night. 

The late Mr. Oxberry, who wn 
a nutive of Yorkshire, arrived iy 
the Colony as 2 young man. He 
was then a. member of the Ser- 
vices, but left and joined the stat 
of the Hongkouy Hotel, He wa: 
ater employed al Messrs, Gande 
rice & Co. TAd., and for the last 
eight years assumed the duties of 
proprietor of the Palace Hotel, 
A very kecn . Buffale, the Jats 
Mr. Oxberry had" reached — the 
ichest. possible rank in the Order, 
known as Si 
James Oxberry, R.-O. 1H. He was 
leader of Buffsioism in the 
far Kast and took a great inter- 
est inthe affairs of the Order., 
Jew invariably. called upon 
for advice which be gave readily. 
{e was a member of the G, L. EB. 
Sir dames Oxberry Lodge whicl 
ne founded in 1921, and the King 
Kdward VII Lodge. He was alsc 
a Freemason, 

Among the sporting community. 
of the Colony, Mr. Oxberry wai 
very well known on account of his 
great interest inthe sporting ac-

THE LOCARNO PACT. 


M. BRIAND EXPLAINS. 


; Paris, Dee. 19. 

M. Briand’ explained the conse- 
quences of the Locarno Agreement 
on foreign affairs, and army com- 
missions in the Chamber, He 
emphasised his conviction that a 
similar pact in 1914 would. have 
prevented the war. 

Replying to a Communist, M. 
said that the Locarno 
agreements were in no wise direct- 
ed against Russia, adding that he 
would endeavour to reserve for 
Soviet Russia a position in, the 
League of Nations equivalent to 
that of other Powers.—Retfer.
